Last month, Northampton 
Town Chairman David 
Cardoza confirmed he had 
signed a Heads of Terms 
agreement with a party inter¬ 
ested in buying his control¬ 
ling share in the club, 
described as “an Indian 
Consortium.”

Town holds breath

Almost one in five children 
and young people in 
Northamptonshire have 
been bullied online and half 
of those report being affect¬ 
ed by it. 

This has left them feeling 
upset, anxious, stressed and 
depressed, leading to 
reduced self-confidence 
and increased risk of social 
isolation. 

To try and prevent this 
cyber bullying happening 
and to make parents more 
aware of what their children 
are doing online, 
Northamptonshire Police 
and Northamptonshire 
Police and Crime 
Commission have launched 
Online Safety Awareness 
week. 

This is calling on children 
and young people from 
across the county to report 
anything they have been 
exposed to online which 
they feel is inappropriate, 


for example photos and vid¬ 
eos or language which has 
upset them, experiences of 
cyber bullying or being con¬ 
tacted by strangers pretend¬ 
ing to be friends. 

Social media is being used 
extensively throughout the 
week to disseminate a series 
of informative and educa¬ 
tional messages, targeted at 
parents and young people, 
around issues such as online 
grooming. 

Adam Simmonds, the 
Police and Crime 
Commissioner for 

Northamptonshire, said: 
“Whilst we acknowledge 
social media is in many 
ways a positive part of peo¬ 
ple’s lives, providing a plat¬ 
form for people to express 
their views freely, our report 
pointed to the very signifi¬ 
cant risks our children and 
young people are exposed to 
when using the internet. 

“As well as asking children

“This is a call to action for 
everybody across the coun¬ 
ty to #followthemouse all of 
this week.” 

Backing up this was 
Charlotte McLeod, policy 
development manager at 
the Office of the Police and 


Crime Commissioner, who 
said: “Bullying online 

amongst young people in 
Northamptonshire is 
increasing. 

“Before it used to end at 
the end of the school day but 
now it can continue after 
school when the children 
get home, as there are so 
many ways to communicate 
through social media. We 
want parents to be more 
aware and to talk to their 
children about this issue. 

“We have alerted all 
schools in Northamp¬ 


tonshire about what is hap¬ 
pening this week and have 
asked them to spread the 
word about #followthe- 
mouse.” 

Assistant Chief Constable, 
Ivan Balhatchet, added:

NORTHAMPTON 
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Bomb squad rush 
to garden grenade

Bomb disposal experts were 
rushed in to deal with an 
unexploded grenade found 
in a garden in Northamp¬ 
tonshire last week. 

The army experts were 
called to a house in Ealing 
Terrace, Rushden, at around 
12.45pm last Thursday after 
the device was discovered. 

While the grenade was 
being safely disposed of, a 
spokesperson for Northants 
Police told the Herald and 
Post : “It is not thought to be a 
threat to the public and EOD 


(Explosive Ordnance 
Disposal) are in attendance, 
but a cordon has been put in 
place to keep people away 
from the area as a precau¬ 
tionary measure. 

“We don’t expect the inci¬ 
dent to take much longer to 
resolve.” 

The EOD team which was 
called to the incident is 
based at Chetwynd Barracks 
in Chilwell, Nottingham¬ 
shire. 

The team of 19 can be 
called out up to three times a 
day to investigate many inci¬ 
dents such as this, from the 
discovery of World War Two 


bombs to unexploded gre¬ 
nades. 

It can also be called to 
investigate scaffolding poles, 
and un-attended suitcases. 

It covers the whole of the 
East Midlands and can 
sometimes go out to calls in 
places such as Birmingham 
and up as far as Leeds. 

The last time a bomb squad 
was called to the county 
before last week’s incident 
was on August 24, 2013, when 
an unattended suitcase was 
discovered in Daventry town 
centre. 

It later turned out to be a 
hoax.

Council talking to 
Cobblers ‘buyers’

Northampton Borough 
Council has been in contact 
with an Indian consortium, 
which has expressed an 
interest in buying North¬ 
ampton Town Football Club. 

The name of the potential 
buyers is still unknown, but 
steel giant Tata has issued a 
statement denying it is aim¬ 
ing to buy the League Two 
Club. 

The borough council is 
anxious to speak to the new 
owners as it loaned the 
Cobblers £10.25m and wants 
to make sure this public 
money is repaid. 

Cllr Mary Markham, Leader 
of Northampton Borough 
Council, said: “The borough 
council has made a loan of 
£10.25m to Northampton 
Town Football Club and as 


the freehold owner of the sta¬ 
dium and the land around, 
we clearly have a very strong 
interest in understanding 
future plans for the 
Cobblers.” 

“The borough council is in 
communication with the 
consortium reported to have 
agreed heads of terms for 
acquiring Northampton 
Town. 

“A meeting is expected to 
take place imminently and, 
assuming that they can agree 
terms for the purchase of the 
club, we look forward to dis¬ 
cussions based on a positive 
future for the Cobblers and 
the protection of the public 
interest.” 

A number of points will be 
put forward to the next 
Cabinet meeting including: 

• Delegate to the Chief 
Executive in consultation 
with the Leader of the 
Council the authority to take 


such actions as may be 
required to ensure that the 
Council’s position is protect- 
edinrelationto Northampton 
Town FC.’ 

• The sale of a controlling 
interest in NTFC does not 
change the position with 
regards to the liability of 
NTFC to repay the loans 
advanced to them by the 
Council. Any change in con¬ 
trol will impact on provisions 
in the facility agreements 
and officers will take the 
appropriate actions to pro¬ 
tect public funds. Officers 
are taking steps to ensure 
that this is understood by all 
parties. 

• The works to the East Stand 
at Sixfields have yet to be 
completed and the club’s 
chairman, David Cardoza, 
has commented that if the 
consortium buys the club 
then their intention would be 
to review the position with

“The beer will be available on 
draught and then in bottles. The 
Tom Hingley Stout I would 
describe as a classic English dark 
beer which is 4.2per cent. It has a 
rich taste and to brew it we have 
used an Admiral Hop. I would 
say it has a chocolaty orange fla¬ 
vour which is ideal.” 

Tom Hingley said: “This is a 
way of bringing puns and beer 
together. The original Tom 
Hingley Bitter was because my 
former band mates thought I was 
bitter and now Tom Hingley 
Stout as I am not so thin as I used 
to be. 

“I have sold 600 bottles of the 
bitter in the past 14 months and I 
am sure sales of the stout will be 
as good.” 

The Beer and Music Festival at 
Hart Brewery opens at 11am on 
Saturday, July 18. 

There will be music from a 
number of acts throughout the 
day with Tom Hingley doing a 
solo acoustic set in the evening.

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Amnesia sufferer Nikki Pegram talks to the Herald 
and Post about the big gaps missing in her life 
and having to start each day with a blank slate 


A woman says she feels as 
if she is living out the 
Hollywood blockbuster 50 
First Dates as she has spent 
the last nine months reliev¬ 
ing the same day after she 
hit her head. 

Amnesia sufferer Nikki 
Pegram woke up today, as 
she does every day, believ¬ 
ing it is October 15, 2014 - 
the day she whacked her 
head on a metal pole. 

Like Lucy, played by Drew 
Barrymore, the 28-year-old 
has to relive the same day 
over and over again with the 
help of her groundskeepers 
partner Chris Johnston, 39. 

But the mum-of-one, of 
Wellingborough, 
Northamptonshire, says her 
life is no romantic comedy. 

Each morning Nikki has to 
rely on a memory notebook 
explaining what has hap¬ 
pened to her - otherwise she 
thinks she’s still in 2014 and 
27 years old. 

Her retrograde amnesia is 
so severe that father to her 
child Chris has to spend 
hours every morning 
explaining what year it is. 

At first Nikki tells how she 
thought he was playing a 
prank on her. 

And ever since her head 
injury nine months ago, she 


has no idea the royal baby 
Charlotte was born, that 
Zayn has left One Direction 
or that we now have a 
Conservative government. 

She said: “Every day when 
I wake up, I have no idea 
that actually nine months 
have passed and it’s 2015. 

“I’m the real life Drew 
Barrymore in 50 First Dates, 
but amnesia is not as fun 
and comical as the film 
makes it look. 

“I’ve missed Christmas, 
family holidays and even 
my own birthday because I 
can’t remember anything 



after the accident.” 

In October 2014, Nikki, a 
former pub manager, fell 
over and hit her head on a 
metal pole outside Kettering 
General Hospital - after 
she’d been seen for a knee 
injury following a kick box¬ 
ing lesson. 

She said: “I remember hav¬ 
ing my knee looked at get¬ 
ting the results of the X-ray, 
but after that everything is a 
blur. 

“I’ve been told I was wait¬ 
ing for Chris to pick me up, 
during that time, I must 
have lost my balance and 
fallen over - but I don’t 
remember any of that.” 

When Chris arrived to pick 
her up, doctors were crowd¬ 
ed around Nikki, was 
rushed back inside the hos¬ 
pital - this time to be treated 
for head injuries. 

After a two-hour-long sei¬ 
zure and various scans, she 
was discharged the next day 
and told she had short term 
memory loss- and wouldn’t 
remember anything that 
happened before the acci¬ 
dent. 

She added: “The hardest 
part of every day is learning 
that I no longer have a job, 
that’s it’s now 2015 and that 
I’ve missed my birthday.”

£7m statue sale 
funds expansion 
of town museum

Northampton Borough Council has 
revealed how it will spend the £7.7 mil¬ 
lion it made from the sale of the 
Egyptian statue, Sekhemka. 

One year ago, the 4,500-year-old statue 
- which was gifted to the town over 100 
years ago - was sold at Christie’s auction 
house in London for £15.76 million. 

The money was split between the 
Borough Council and Lord Northampton, 
with the latter receiving 45 per cent of 
the total. 

This week, the borough council has 
revealed in a planning document, which 
was discussed at a cabinet meeting yes¬ 
terday, what the money is being used for. 

It states that the authority received 
£7.7m from the sale of Sekhemka, of 
which £900,000 is being spent on procur¬ 
ing The Old Gaol Block from North¬ 
amptonshire County Council. 

This is part of the expansion project of 
Northampton Museum and Art Gallery, 
which it is hoped will extend into The 
Old Gaol Block building. 

The council will then spend the 


remaining £6.8 million over the next 
four years on the museum expansion. 

Broken down, the figures show that 
£150,000 will be spent on the project 
from 2015-2016, and then £645,000 from 

2016- 2017, followed by £5,775,500 from 

2017- 2018, and then £229,500 from 2018- 
2019. 

However, despite the money helping to 
fund improvements to the town’s muse¬ 
um, the sale of the Sekhemka statue 
wasn’t without controversy. 

The night of the auction itself saw a 
protester interrupt proceedings mid-way 
during the sale of the statue. 

Many believed that the statue should 
have been kept in the town and put on 
display, having been kept in storage at 
Northampton Museum since 2010. 

The history of the statue’s life in the 
town started in 1800, when it was gifted 
to the museum by the fourth Marques of 
Northampton. 

It was then put on display in 1899 in an 
Egyptian Room in Abington Museum 
until the 1950s, before it was removed to 
the Art Gallery at Central Museum in 
Guildhall Road, where it remained on 
display until 2010.

This is, after all, the only 
prestigiously-badged car in this 
segment that can seat seven. It’s 
also smart, practical, safe - and 
rugged enough to go a lot further 
than its rivals off 
the beaten track. Plus a 
state-of-the-art range of 
‘Ingenium’ 2.0 TD4 diesel 
engines offer class-leading power 
and efficiency. It all means that 
there’s nothing else quite like 
this car. 

The engines are Land Rover’s 
advanced 2.0-litre four cylinder 
Ingenium TD4 units, shared with 
the Range Rover Evoque and 
designed to deliver improved 
efficiency, along with class-leading 
torque and power. The most 
affordable TD4 unit in the range 
comes with 150PS and 350Nm 
of torque, but it’s only offered 
with this car in five-seat form. 
Here, 62mph from rest occupies 
I I s on the way to I 12mph. 

Most though, will want the 
180PS variant which comes 
only with the seven-seat layout 
and delivers a much lustier 
430Nm of torque. Here, there’s 
a maximum speed of I 17mph, 


while 62mph from rest takes 
9.4s, though you can reduce this 
figure by a second if you take up 
the option of the slick nine-speed 
ZF auto gearbox many owners 
will want. More importantly, this 
variant has enough pulling power 
to permit a towing capability of 
up to 2,500kgs when the optional 
Tow Pack is fitted. 

Even if you’d never seen a 
picture of the Discovery Sport, 
you could probably generate 
a reasonably accurate mental 
sketch of it were you to imagine 
crossing a Range Rover with a 
five-door Evoque. It’s a really 
handsome piece of design work 
that instantly makes even a 
good-looking rival like the Volvo 
V60 look old. It also serves to 
make the conservative Audi Q5 
look positively lumpy. 

Once again, Land Rover has 
looked at a market that many 
thought was packed to bursting 
point and spotted a significant 
gap, into which it’s parked the 
Discovery Sport. What other car 
of this kind can seat seven, set off 
in the Serengeti and slot right in 
as easily in Sloane Square as it will 
in the tightest multi-storey 
carpark space? No other pre¬ 
mium compact SUV can do all 
this.

Richard Levi feels the 
Northamptonshire Steelbacks 
are full of T20 match-winners 
and it was his turn to play this 
role in his side’s nine-wicket 
thrashing of the Leicestershire 
Foxes on Sunday. 

In a match reduced to ten overs 
per side due to rain, Levi smashed 
a fantastic 67 not out off just 28 
balls to help the Steelbacks past a 
challenging target of 112 with 
nine balls to spare. 

The result means a place in the 
quarter finals of the NatWest T20 
Blast is within sight as Northants 
now lie third in the North Group 
with three games left. 

What’s more, they are three 
points clear of fifth-placed 
Durham, who have played a game 
more, as they earned their sixth 
victory in eight games in this 
competition. 

The South African opener said: 
“When you get things ticking, the 


guys get a bit of belief and in 
Twenty20 it takes one guy for it to 
come off. 

“Literally every guy in the side 
can win a game for us and it just 
needs one of us to put our hand up 
per game and if two or three of us 
do that we’ll cruise most games. 

“I was speaking to the guys 
before the game and I haven’t 
really had a knock that would win 
a game outright this season. 

“It was nice for it to come off - I 
hit the ball well and I hit the ball 
where I wanted to hit it.” 

Northants have turned their T20 
form around brilliantly this sea¬ 
son after losing their first three 
games in the competition. 

A win over Yorkshire tomorrow 
[Friday] would put them within 
touching distance of the last eight 
with a chance to repeat their glori¬ 
ous campaign in 2013 and Levi is 
looking forward to what lies ahead. 

He said: “It’s always in the back 
of your mind but I’m a firm believ¬ 
er in winning as many games as 
you can and then let other people 
fight over the rest of them. 

“It’s a big thing for the club to get 


into the quarter finals and a home 
one would be great and if we win the 
rest I’m pretty sure we’ll get that. 

“We’ve still got Yorkshire to come 
and they’ve got Glenn Maxwell 
and Aaron Finch while the 
Birmingham [Bears] away game is 
always going to be a tough one. 

“We feel we’re gaining momen¬ 
tum and hopefully we can go for¬ 
ward from here.” 

Meanwhile, the county suffered 
defeat inside two days in their lat¬ 
est County Championship 
Division Two outing against 
Gloucestershire. 

A sparkling career-best of 156 
from lack Taylor and a five-wicket 
haul for Craig Miles saw the hosts 
complete a rapid victory at 
Cheltenham. 

Having come in at number eight, 
23-year-old off-spinner Taylor 
turned the game with the bat after 
his side had slipped to 108-6 in 
reply to 246. 

He faced only 125 balls, hitting 
14 fours and five sixes before 
being last man out in a total of 
372, having comfortably exceeded 
his previous best first class score 


of 120, made against Derbyshire 
at Derby earlier this season. 

Taylor received good support 
from Benny Howell (36) and Craig 
Miles (41) as Gloucestershire built 
a first innings lead of 126 against a 
Northants attack deprived of 
Steven Crook, who was injured 
mid-over when hit on a knee by 
the ball and had to leave the field. 

Then Miles got to work, claiming 
5-28 from 10.1 overs as the visitors 
were skittled for 160 in their sec¬ 
ond innings. Only Levi (64) 
offered significant resistance as 
lames Fuller and Liam Norwell 
weighed in with two wickets 
apiece.

Saints fly-half Stephen Myler has 
been cut from England’s World 
Cup squad. 

The 30-year-old was named in 
head coach Stuart Lancaster’s ini¬ 
tial party ahead of the home tour¬ 
nament this year, but was omitted 
from the line-up before the party 
flew to Denver in the United States 
to continue their preparations last 
week. 

He has been returned to 
Franklin’s Gardens on standby 
alongside Elliot Daly of Wasps, 
Maro Itoje of Saracens and 
Leicester Tigers’ Ed Slater. 

Myler, who has a solitary cap for 
his country which came against 
Argentina at the time of the Lions 
tour to Australia, faces stiff com¬ 
petition in the fly-half depart¬ 
ment against the likes of Bath’s 
George Ford and Saracens’ Owen 
Farrell. 

“Steve, who is in a really com¬ 
petitive position, has only recent¬ 
ly been able to take a full part in 
training having injured his knee 
towards the end of last season,” 
said Lancaster. 

“But he is getting up to speed 
now and I am sure he would be 
ready to come back in should the 
opportunity arise. 

“I have spoken to all the players 
to explain that things can change 
very quickly and they can come 


back in at any point.” 

Earlier last week, Myler had 
played down the rivalry with Ford 
and Farrell, saying: “We are not 
thinking ‘I’m competing against 
him and him’, we are trying to 
help the team and that is our role 
as a number ten.” 

Saints are still represented in the 
squad that has travelled to the 
USA by Luther Burrell, Calum 
Clark, Alex Corbisiero, Lee 
Dickson, Courtney Lawes, Tom 
Wood and new signing Kieran 
Brookes. 

Skipper Dylan Hartley was cut 
from the party earlier this year 
after a suspension for headbutting 
Saracens’ Jamie George. 

Meanwhile, Northampton full¬ 
back Ahsee Tuala has been given a 
chance to stake a claim for a World 
Cup spot with Samoa after the 
Pacific islanders named him in 
their squad for the 2015 Pacific 
Nations Cup.

Robinson aims for

THEY say you should never meet 
your heroes because they will inevi¬ 
tably disappoint, but for Great 
Houghton swimmer Ellie Robinson 
that certainly wasn’t the case when it 
came to Paralympic gold medallist 
Ellie Simmonds. 

Like Simmonds, Robinson has 
dwarfism and in the last few years 
has gone from only swimming for 
her school to joining her idol at the 
top of the world rankings. 

Simmonds became the nation’s dar¬ 
ling in 2008 when she became a dou¬ 
ble Paralympic champion at just 13 
years old and then backed it up with 
another two golds at London 2012. 

And this has clearly inspired 
Northampton High School pupil 
Robinson on to bigger and better 
things as she has risen through the 
world rankings in the 50m butterfly 
and the 400m freestyle. 

Now the 14-year-old looks set to 
follow in Simmonds’ footsteps by 
competing in the Paralympics in the 
near future and insists she can’t wait 
to kickstart her adventure. 

Robinson said: “I have seen Ellie 
Simmonds at meets and at a recent 
competition in Berlin and she is such 
an inspirational person. 

“She is a role model and it is so 
great that I am in a position to 
receive advice from her. We just chat 
about swimming in general and she 
is such a great person to talk to. 

“I swam against her in the 50m fly 
recently and we were in the call 
room together afterwards and it was 
nice to be able to talk to her in a rac¬ 
ing environment and see just how 
focussed she was. 

“She is definitely a really inspira¬ 
tional person. She is hard working 
and such a great role model. 

“I am aiming for the big events like 
the World Championships and the 
Paralympics. I am targeting the 
Tokyo Games in 2020 and if I make 
Rio in 2016 then it would be a bonus 
as I have a long way to go and the 
times would be hard to make. 

“I’m fairly close to the qualifying 
times but I’m not thinking about 
needing to reach certain times yet. It 
is just about focussing on my train¬ 
ing and things like my swimming 
strokes. 

“At the end of the day I’m only 14 so 
I have a long way to go.
